I, There are practically no new publications in Sau&i-Arsbia. The 
Publishing industry lias not come of age beyond job printings 

So Press Survey has been made until now by the Embassy* It was 
requested that a new survey by joint Embassy-USIS be made and the 
iPO was promised that this will be done soon,. 

3« Disappointingly, the RPO found, that most of the publications 
bought and collected, last year for WF, were still at the Sknfoassy, Coe 
reason for this neglect ms attributed to a lack of personnel and an 
overload of assignments placed on one PC at the Embassy. The importance 
if such publications to erduaers ms re-emphasised and the PO promised 
to dispatch such material immediately in the future . The same excuse 
ms given for the lack of Departmental receipts of "Majallat Al«Iza s ah.' ? 

l. In Bhahran, Aramco, has been publishing a new "Review of the Middle 
•Sast Press," oopies of which were acquired and dispatched. The "Monthly 
labor Review" was sent, according to Consulate records, on February 20, 
1962 * Several ARAMCO documents were acquired and have been forwarded., 

5 . Ho Communist publications, serials, etc. are to be found in 
Saudi -Arabia . 

5. The RPO discussed the availability of publications in Bahrain with 
the PO-FSO Sam Keiter.

Everywhere the EPO went he observed new publications 
n Arabic translated from Franck, English and numerous other lang uages, 
Tnioubtedly, Beirut is putting out more publications than Cairo at the 
present timej but the majority of its publications are foreign works . 
•’Jairo, on the other hand, remains the center of creative authorship, 

fh Ab a result of the recent PPS fiasco in Lebanon "A1 Bina*" and 
Siia Lubnan" both purely PBS papers have been suspended. Concerning 
Jtsiss which the Department has not been receiving regularly, the EPO 
spoke at some length with the lady who is responsible for di ^patching 
of publications and re-emphasised to her the importance of quick 
handling of the various publications requested by the Department, 
ik* , Held had been away in Jordan, and on his return he remained home 
du‘? to illness, Therefore, he could not be approached on this matter, 

3 ° A few new publications put out by Khayat Bookstore were purchased 
and dispatched. The RPO was able to approach two additional publishers 
in Lebanon to gather information pertaining to new publications. This 
subject will, be discussed in a later report when the RPO makes his next 
trip to this post.
